ISmythe.

J udge French opened the case against Pro­ 
fessor Htnythe. 
He said the respondent ad­ 
mitted his responsibility, but claimed that 
the citations were not sufficiently full; that 
where au article was quoted, the whole 
article should be put in, and where a book 
was quoted the whole book should be put in. 
J udge French then put in all the articles 
and the l>ook “ Progessive Theology,” also the 
address of Professor Smytho a t the last 
meeting of the American board. 
To the 
latter the defense objected as being of a date 
subsequent to the date of the complaint. 
J udge French then rested his case. 
Professor Dwight opened for the defense. 
He said the only point aimed a t in the 
charges was heterodoxy and asked for a de­ 
fla tion of the term, 
if it meant simply a 
denial of the creed the professors are re­ 
quired to sign, no power of removal existed 
in the visitors for such cause. 
The only 
ground f°r removal was heterodoxy and 
there was no heterodoxy in violating the 
creed considered as such, but only heterodoxy 
in the general form of not being in agree­ 
ment with the church denomination to which 
he belongs, or with Christians at ia rg a This 
would not cover the present case.

A TKXAS SHERIFF. 


Castalia is « small town, or rather a vO* 
lege, in south western Texas, of some 400 or 
500 inhabitants. 
It La the county seat of ono 
of the border counties, and probably deriv es 
its name from some fine mineral spring in 
the v icinity. 
The country around it is ex­ 
clusiv ely ft grazing country, all the land be­ 
ing taken up in large ranches. Tho popula­ 
tion is sparse and is now a peaceable and 
law-abiding people, but at tho timo of which 
I write a v ery lawless element prev ailed.

say it spread like wildfire, and a night or tw o 
afterward J oe reaped the consequences. 
Tho sheriff's mansion was of the usual style 
Of architecture in that country, i. o., a Mex i­ 
can hacal, b uilt of upright sticks, chinked 
b etween with mud, and with a b lanket for a 
door shutter. 
You see a thief would not find 
much difficulty in effecting an entrance; b ut, 
in the case of a man like Joe Thomas, his dif­ 
ficulties would b e apt to b egin as soon as he 
had entered.
